What kind of principles do you see in these 
passages related to 'working out' your salvation? 



-Why do you think God might care to mention grumbling in this text? If a person obeys and does the right 
things, should grumbling matter? Why or why not? 
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-As you think about the Old Testament stories about the grumbling of the people of Israel, what is most striking 
to you (Numbers 14:1-3)? 



-Do you think it would be helpful for a church to compare itself to the wilderness generation of Israel (Numbers 
1 4: 1 -3) in this area? If so, in what ways? 



-What is the most likely part of your life for grumbling to begin and thrive? What is the most likely part of your 
life in the church for grumbling to begin and thrive? 



-Respond to this statement "All grumbling is grumbling against God". 



-It was stated in the sermon that through Scripture, light is symbolic of God's presence, holiness and revelation. 
If this is true, then what could Paul mean in v 1 5? 



-When you think of 'being a light' as a Christian... what comes to your mind? 



-If you were to rate the 'level of light' o f Indian Trail Church, what would it be (try a I - 1 scale, with 1 being 
brightest)? Why did you pick this number... what plays into your evaluation either positive or negative? 
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-If you were to rate the 'level of light' in your own life , what would it be (try a I - 1 scale, with 1 being 
brightest)? Why did you pick this number... what plays into your evaluation either positive or negative? 



-How is the meaning of 'fear and tremble' different here than you might expect? 



-If you needed to explain from this passage God's role in your walk as a Christian, and your own role... how 
would you put the two together? 



-How could this be an encouragement to the people of God? 



RESPOND: 

-Thank God for His great work in you, your brothers and sisters in Christ, and the church as a whole 

-Ask Him to reveal ways in which you have, or are continuing to harbor a spirit of grumbling 

-Pray that God would empower you to walk as light in a dark world, advancing the gospel and making disciples.
